In- 
feriority is an infection which like leaven, affects the entire system. 
It dulls ideals, palsies the aspiring faculty, stupefies the ambition, 
and causes deterioration all along the line.

TILE DRAINING A FIELD. 


Importance of Paying Attention to All 


Details of the Work. 


The- first mid most Important consid- 


eration In tlio draining of any field Is 
how to secure u proper outlet. This, If 
possible, should have a free outfall al- 
ways nbove water and so protected as 
never to become obstructed. If tlio out- 
let Is permitted to terminate bencntli 
water a certain suction of tbe drain 
must 
remain 
continuously 
full 
of 


water, and -under these conditions 
there Is danger of silt depositing, clos- 
ing the dntln and rendering the whole 
system ineffective. 
' 


It should be so made as to'be unin- 


jured by freezing and not In danger of 
being clogged through the tramping of 
animals about It. Either sewer tlio or 
vitrified drulntlle. which wfll not be 
crumbled by the nctlon of frost, should 
be laid for I be lirst fifteen or twenty 
feet. If neither of these nre nvnllnble 
the next best plan Is to bed the nrdl- 
uary tile In ii good concrete lo n depth 
of four or live Inches and at the mouth 
build up with the concrete a protect- 
ing fnce sufficient to prevent the cav- 
ing of cnrtli about the outlet. It Is well, 
too. to extend the concrete In a slop- 
ing apron two or three feet, on which 


(tbe water m%y spill wilhoiit eroding. 
Across the mouth of the tile then1 


should be bedded lu (he concrete when 
it Is laid n few vertical bars of half 
Inch Iron rod to prevent tile entrance 
of animnis. The outlet mny discharge 
Into a stream or lake- or Into :m open 
ditch, but in whatever place there 
should br no possibility of it ever be- 
ing more than temporarily under water 
or otherwise obstructed. 


Unless the fall for the drain can be 


very considerable Its laying must be 
done with great care, tlio amount ,of 
care to secure' perfectly uniform grade 
Increasing the smaller the fall must 
be. To Illustrate, In case the fall must

It is important that tlie lilllnrr-or nil 
but tile final leveling should be. done 
as early as prnclicnlili'. ;is tburu U 
great danger from heavy ruins wash- 
ing soil Into the drain through the 
joints when they are still loosi'Iy cov- 
ered with only n foot or so of soil 
nbovc their tops.—American Agricul- 
turist.

The ministers entertained consider- 


able apprehension, fearing this would 
be unpopular and consequently, dan- 
gerous, but the attitude of the Repub- 
licans' during the last few days made 
the step imperative. 


In spite of close surveillance by the 


police, who dog every step of the re- 
publican leaders, frequent meetings 
have been held at the resldenc of 
Senators Larroux, Soriano, Perez Gal- 
dos and other Republicans, and Sp_clal- 
lats. At .these gatherings' not only 
has enthusiasm been expressfed at 
the idea of a resort to arms, but en- 
thusiastic congratulations have been 
openly telegraphed by the Spanish 
Republican members to the new Por- 
uguese government.
